The circumstances are such that it is not certain that the Department's 
position could be successfully maintained although the taxpayer has 
accepted the Department's ruling for the future since the additional 
Bax will be recovered from the customer. As regards the retroactive 
assessment, the firm paid 50% of $26,2l:3.71 and requests remission 

of the remainder of tax and penalty $13,121.86 and 43,965.22 
respectively.

This case has reference to sales tax on the manufacture and sale 

/of lumber during 1963. Based on an estimate of conditions and 

| practices in the lumber and related industries, it seemed equitable 

to take into consideration that some taxpayers who are essentially 
retailers or wholesalers could, in attempting to give complete 

_service to their customers, be classed by the Department as manu- 
'facturers for purposes of the Excise Tax Act. Because of this, 
discounts of 20% or 36% depending on the circumstances of sale, were 
authorized. This authority remained in effect until May 1, 196h. 

The cancellation was made public by a circular issued during April, 
1964, and given wide circulation. However, the terminology did not 
iMave uniform application throughout the industry, with the result 

| that some firms, not recognizing their classification as manufacturers, 
continued to allow the aforementioned discounts with a resultant under- 
payment of tax to the Department. 


The Department recognized that hardship was caused through this mis- 
understanding. 4 circular:-letter was issued during July, 196), in 
@n ettempt to clarify the situation. In general, the letter had the 
desired effect. However, differences in methods of operations of 
building materials businesses caused the misunderstanding to persist 
in some instances. 


The Department has endeavoured to examine each case where underpayment 
of tax has occurred because of misuse of the discounts. While several 
cases have been referred to the Department of Justice for legal pro- 
ceedings, this case justifies partial remission, as financial hardship 
could be caused by insistence on payment infull. Furthermore, it 
could be established that the taxpayer was misinformed and had done 
everything possible to establish his true liability.

While this firm has been in a state of insolvency for several years, 
official bankruptcy was not put into effect because of the efforts 

of local creditors to encourage continuation of the business. About 
ayear ago, a committee of creditors assumed control and, during the 
ensuing months, endeavoured unsuccessfully, to operate at a profit. 
Application of sales tax to the product of this company has been dis- 
puted but the Department maintained that tax applied to advertising 
material produced.

If bankruptcy were completed, no dividend would be paid on this 
Department's claim for sales tax nor that for income tax. . Interested 
ie@reditors in further attempt to recover their equities in the company, 
have proposed payment of the income tax claim and a compromise settle- 
ment of the sales tax claim. 


The interested creditors have or will invest an additional amount of 
approximately $20,000.00 of which $5,633.87 is being tendered taxation 
Givision and $5,000.00 is offered in full settlement of the sales tax 
claim.

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Criteria for Determining Eligibility 
for Duty Remission 


The Machinery and Equipment Advisory Board 
will be guided by the following criteria when advising 
the Minister of Industry which goods, hereinafter referred 
to as machinery, are, in its Judgment , eligible for duty 
remission: 


(1) that the machinery on which remission is being 
sought is not available from production in Canada; 


(2) remission of duty is in the public interest. 


These criteria are to be understood as follows: 


Availability 


Machinery is to be deemed available in Canada if at 
least one manufacturer has proven capability to manufacture machin-= 
ery which, insofar as its range of physical qualities, operational 
characteristics and efficiency are concerned, is reasonably equiv- 
alent to the machinery for which relief of duty is being sought. 


Proven capability may be deemed as existing in Canada if: 


(a) the full range of technical and physical capabilities 
necessary for production of the machinery for which 
remission is sought exists within the normal operational 
framework of at least one manufacturer; and 


(b) such facilities have in fact produced machinery which, 
in the judgment of the Board, has demonstrated a pro= 
duction competence reasonably equivalent to that 
required to produce the machinery for which remission 
is sought. 


Public Interest 


The criterion of: public interest should be regarded, in its 
broadest sense, in relation to encouraging the development of 
efficient Canadian industry. 


It is assumed that, in general, most importations of machin- 
ery contribute to the maintenance, improvement, expansion or 
assistance of efficient industrial activity in Canada. Normally, 
therefore, remission of duty should be regarded as being in the 
public interest in cases where such machinery is not available 
from production in Canada since such remission will enable users 
of machinery to acquire it at prices which encourage general 
economic competitiveness because of reduced capital costs. There 
may be instances, however, where the Board finds that the policy 
or practices of an applicant for remission are not consistent 
with the development of efficient Canadian industry. In those 
instances, the Board may advise the Minister that remission is 
not in the public interest.
